Tlie  member  lor 
Comox,  Mr.  Pearson  declared,  at  a 
speech  at  Bridge  River,  had  referred 
to  the  cla.«a  struggle  and  had  urged 
workers  to  TiKht  on.  Tlie  (;o\r!n- 
ment  believed,  on  the  contrary,  that 
conflict  was  not  the  way  to  social 
progre.v.  and  that  such  conflict 
could  only  mean  hardahlp  for  the 
workers,  distress  for  their  faniille.s 
and  dlsUludomnent  all  round.  The 
purpose  of  the  statute  had  been  to 
avoid  '•tvlke.s,  save  as  a  la,st  resort. 

Mr.  Pearson  outlined  the  act,  stat- 
ing employers  mu«t  bargain  with  the 
elected  representatives  of  all  their 
employees,  though  not  forced  to  rec- 
ognize any  union  as  su'h.

Details  of  the  fight  between  the  armed  mer- 
chantman Rawalpindi  and  the  poc'kct  battleship 
Deutschland,  supported  by  another  German  sur- 
face raider,  illustrate  how  unequal  the  combat 
was.  It  is  an  axiom  of  such  fights  on  the  high 
seas  that  superior  gun  power  is  the  deciding 
factor.  The  highest  calibre  guns  of  the  Deutsch- 
land were  11-inch,  whereas  those  of  the  Rawal 
Plndl  were  6-inch.  The  German  raider  would 
have  been  able  to  destroy  the  former  F.  and  O. 
liner  while  herself;  keeping  out  of  Yange,  though 
it  ;  t  (  Ie;ir  that  this  happened,  for  the  vessels 
engaged  lu  tiiv.ir  duel  withm  a  few  miles  of  each 
other.  The  Deutschland.  however,  was 
speedier  vessel,  and  could  outmanoeuvre  her  op- 
ponent, and  she  had  in 
raider  which  also  attacked  the  Rawalpindi. 

The  Canadian  Pres.s  dispatch  from  London  tell- 
inc  of  the  sea  h^jht  de.scrlbes  it  as  "the  first  major 
naval  action  ol  the  War."  It  was  the  first  of  the 
kind  since  hostilities  commenced,  but  It  can 
hardly  be  described  truthfully  as  a  major  naval 
action-  It  was.  in  eflect,  an  isolated  sea  fight  in 
which  three  vessels  werf  engaged,  and  in  which 
the  fidds  were  prep  nderantly  in  favor  of  the 
Germans.  The  courage  of  the  ships  company 
aboard  the  P.  and  O.  liner  deserves  all  praise. 
They  fought  their  vessel  unli'  she  was  put  out 
of  action,  which  meant  that  her  puns  could  no 
longer  be  served.  Her  crew  were  upholders  of 
the  traditions  of  the  British  Navy.  When  the 
ves.sel  nnally  sank  she  went  down  wit.h  her  colors 
flying,  and  over  two  hundred  ol  her  complement 
Still  on  board,  unable  to  escape  because  gunfire 
had  smashed  most  pf  the  lifeboats. 

"The  incident  establishes  the  wheieabouts  of 
the  Deutschland.

Sir.— TlM  munldpal  committee  of 

tlie  Provincial  Oo%ernmeiit  has  de- 
cided, after  hearing  the  brief  (some 
six  closely  written  pages)  submitted 
on  behalf  of  the  Chamber  oC  Oom- 
merce  ( 100  per  cent) ,  the  Automo- 
bile Club  and  city  merchants  that 
tlie  tune  and  conditions  are  not  ripe 
for  the  **pet  soheme"  of  the  Mayor 
and  council  of  the  City  of  Victoria, 
to  Increase  the  already  over-bur- 
dened uxes  on  automoMlas  Iqr  park> 
ing  meters. 

The  "dietatorial''  hand  Uken  by 
Mayor  McOavin  is  open  to  .severe 
censure,  when  he  questions  tlie  right 
of  any  public  body  or  citizen  who 
wishes  to  voice  opposition  to  the  ac- 
tions of  tlte  City  Council.  Dfc:tator- 
ship  Is  on  the  rampage  and  i!  ls,  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  becoming  more  pre- 
valent in  governments  and  munlc- 
ipalities,  and  should  be  checked  at 
every  attempt  that  Interferes  wlUi 
citizens'  rights 

In  a  press  Interview,  Mayor  Mc- 
Oavin is  reported  as  'follows.  T 
quote:  "Since  tlw  re,sohitlon  was 
iiimed  to  .secur<'  permi.Viive  legl-^^la- 
tion  and  had  no  betf^ing  on  the  nn- 
medlate  Installation  of  meters.  I  do 
not  see  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce had  anv  right  to  interfere." 

Had  such  action  been  taken  in  Uie 
past  by  public  bodies  and  otIierB  in- 
terested, it  might  have  prevented
